REGIONAL COMMISSION FOR TRANSPORT, COMMUNICATIONS MEETING 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 3 Sep 80 pp 1, 6 


[Excerpts] Beira (Bureau), 2 Sep--Without an efficient transport system as 

a basic structure in our countries, it is impossible to cooperate in other 
economic areas," Subhaschandra Bhatt, national director of ports and railways 
of Mozambique, stressed during an international meeting of the Regional 
Commission for Transport and Communications. The meeting took place yesterday 
in the city of Beira, and was attended by the southern African signatories 

of the Lusaka Economic Summit [declaration]. 


As planned, this international meeting took up questions pertaining to the 
final identification of cooperation projects ‘n the area of transport and 
communications in the countries engaged in the economic liberation of southern 
Africa. 


Attending the meeting, in addition to our country's representatives, were 

delegations fr . sotswana, Lesotho, Malawi, Tanzania, Swaziland and Zimbabwe, 
as well as an observer under cuntract to SIDA (Swedish International Develop- 
ment Authority). The participants frankly and objectively discussed the pro- 
posals to be submitted at the meeting to be held in Salisbury within 2 weeks. 


Tr oultilateral discussion followed a series of bilateral meetings held 
ye cerday, Monday, by Subhaschandra Bhatt, the chairman of the meeting, with 
members of all the attending delegations. 


Lamenting the absence, for unforeseen reasons, of the Angolan and Zambian 
delegations, the chairman said it was important to be present at all times 
during the proceedings regarding central aspects of the plans of this Southern 
African Commission for Transport and Communications, considering that, at the 
Lusaka summit conference, "our chiefs of state and government coirectly iden- 
tified the areas in which we must cooperate in order to reduce our economic 
dependency on South Africa." 


Specifying these areas of great significance for the nine signatories of the 
Lusaka declaration, Bhatt noted that, if such a goal is to be achieved, it 
must first be recognized that without an efficient transport system it will 
be impossible to solve the basic problems. 
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"We have severe shortages in material, maintenance and human resources, so 
we must necessarily resort to foreign aid to develop the transport sector." 


Bhatt also noted that the government of the People's Republic of Mozambique 
takes its responsibilities in these proceedings very seriously, and he announced 
that a SIDA observer was present, whose specific mission is to draft a pre: 
liminary study of the projects defined as having priority. 


After the projects are presented and formalized in a meeting at the ministerial 
level, to be held within 15 days in Salisbury, Zimbabwe, they will be announced 
and discussed in an International Conference of Donors, to take place in Maputo 
in late November. 


The attending delegations returned to the capital late yesterday afternoon, 
after observing part of a "Ro-Ro" operation at the port of Beira, involving 
a Swedish ship that has previously conducted operations of the same type in 
Mozambique. 


Yesterday our reporter approached some of the delegates attending the southern 
African transport and communications meeting. 


The SIDA observer at this international meeting told us that significant steps 
have been taken in positive preparation for the International Donors Confer- 
ence. 


"There are now over 70 projects which have been identified as having priority. 
We are going to do our utmost to produce a document to present to the donors 
conference, to take place in Maputo this November.”

ZIMBABWEAN EXPORTERS WARY ABOUT FRFIGHT RUN TO MAPUTO 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 16 Oct 80 p ll 


[Text] Bulawayo--While the National Railways of Zimbabwe prepares to run 
four trains a day to Maputo by February, Zimbabwean exporters are holding 
back their goods until handling facilities improve, 


A spokesman for a shipping firm said here yesterday that most enterprises 
would not use the port because they believed there would be long holdups. 


"At this stage the port handles a lot of South African exports--as it 
always has done--and does not have the capacity to increase its tonnage 
appreciably," he said, 


"Exporters have their own traditional routes and they will not use Maputo 
until it proves itself, 


"The port hasn't the greatest record and unless we get a directive to 
ship through there, we will not push it. We have not exported or imported 
through Maputo since the direct railway link was opened earlier this month, 


"Many exporters are now using containers which Maputo cannot handle, It 
has two 25=tonne cranes but none of the other equipment needed to handle 
them," 


He said when inquiries were received from potential exporters, they were 
told of the position. 


A NZR spokesman said: "Maputo is not, at present, served by the Confer- 
ence Lines and is limited in its container service by the frequency and 
type of vessel arriving. 


"When we are able to increase tommages on the direct rail route to 
Maputo, containers will be accepted," 


Meanwhile the train-a-day arrangement announced by the NZR at the begin- 
ning of the month has had to be altered to one train every other day, 
because of insufficient traffic. 








The spokesman said an efficient port and secure route would generate 
traffic, 


A major problem at the port was motive power, said a spokesman for a 
clearing and forwarding firm, who has just returned from Maputo. 


While all the steam locomotives had been moved to the Beira area, the port 
was awaiting the arrival of 32 diesel shunt and 20 main line locomotives, 


Another difiiculty was that there was a big gap in middle management and 
in the artisan ranks, 


"The authorities plan to recruit expatriates from Europe and India, buc 
with a 19 000 labour force the management structure will be faced with 
many problems," he said, 


The expatriate scheme, and the apprentice training scheme run by the 
harbour authorities would help to increase faith in the operation and help 
to boost cargo tonnages, 


Cargo handled dropped from 14 million tonnes in 1973 to 9 million tonnes 
last year, 


A spokesman for Risco said the handling of its steel at Maputo was quicker 
than at South African ports, 


"Steel is not being dumped several kilometres from the ship, as often 
happens at South African ports," he said. 


"There are no overhead cranes to handle the steel. Up to now they have 
been using forklifts and, although they are not ideal, everything has gone 
all right." 


He said the company had sent several trainloads of steel by the direct 
route to Maputo, and it was planned to move all its exports that way. 


Mr Lauri Duncombe, secretary of the Chamber of Mines of Zimbabwe, said 
mining houses had established routes and shipping contracts which would 
not be ended arbitrarily. 

"Tt will take time for them to change over to Maputo," he said. 


"T have no doubt that in due course exporters will use the port, as it is 
the nearest, 


"But existing arrangements with ships and railways will take several 
months to re-route," he said,

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ETHIOPIA LSSUES PROCLAMATION CONCERNING REPATRIATION FROM DJIBOUTI 


Djibouti Le NATION DJIBOUTI in French 18 Sep 80 p 4 


[Text] As we announced last week, an Ethiopian delegation visited the 
Republic of Djibouti to arrange procedures with Djibouti chiefs for the 
return of Ethiopian refugees to their country after the promulgation of 
an amnesty law by their government. 


A coordinating committee was constituted to facilitate the operation of 
returning candidates whenever a group of volunteers is formed; and a technical 
committee, composed of representatives of several Ethiopian ministries, has 
been set up for the reception, settlement, and assistance of those persons 
until they can resume a normal life. 


Let us point out that the Geneva Convention stipulates that requests for 
the repatriation of refugees musi be voluntary and individual. 


Following are excerpte from the proclamation of the Ethiopian government 
regarding the intention of Ethiopian refugees who are in the Republic of 
Djibouti: 


Any Ethiopian refugee in the Republic of Djibouti who desires to benefit 
from this proclamation will be able to appear before the coordinating 
committee, before the representative of this committee, within 1 year from 
the effective date of this proclamation and indicate his intention to 
return to Ethiopie and to resume a normal life. 


The present proclamation prevides for a coordinating committee to repatriate 
Ethiopian refugees who are in the Republic of Djibouti and to help them to 
resume a normal life. 


The coordinating committee, constituted in accordance with article 4 of this 
proclamation, will be composed of the following members: 


- A representative of the Commissariat for Aid and Rehabilitation, as 
chairman, and members consisting of a representative of the ministries of 











Interior, Poreign Affaira, Health, National Defense, Agriculture, State and 
People's Security, Labor, and Social Affairs. 


No Ethiopian refugee in the Republic of Djibouti who returne to Ethiopia 

in accordance with this proclamation will be prosecuted for any political 
crime committed by him prior to hie departure from Ethiopia or prior to the 
date of his return to Ethiopia. 


Any person who returns to Ethiopia in accordance with article 2 of thie 
proclamation will receive help in resuming a norma) iife. 


The Commissariat for Aid and Rehabilitation has the responsibility of 
resettling refugees who return by virtue of this proclamation. 





All governmental departments or people's organizations will have the authority 
to cooperate in the proper application of this proclamation.

ELECTIONS POR PROVINCIAL, NATLONAL ASSEMBLIES 
London WEST AFRICA in English 6 Oct 80 pp 1993-4 


[Text] Angola's ruling party, by amending the country's constitution, 
appears to be trying to introduce democratic institutions at all levels. 
The changes call for the election of 18 provincial assemblies--with 
between 55 and 85 members each, depending on population-<and then, in 
November, balloting for a 206-member national assembly. The assembly 
will become the supreme organ of state power" in place of the revolu- 
tionary council that has served as the national legislature since inde- 
pendence from Portugal in 1976. President Jose Eduardo dos Santos, 
however, remains leader of the ruling Popular Movement for the Libera- 
tion of Angola, armed forces commander-in-chief and “symbol of national 
unity." The provincial assemblies will also have supreme powers, accord- 
ing to the law, at their level. All Angolane 18 years and olde: are 
eligible to vote and be elected, except those deprived of their civil 
rights. 


Barred from election are Angolans “who were active members of fact ional- 
ist, puppet groups” such as Jonas Savimbi's UNITA, Holden Roberto's FNLA 
and the Cabinda Liberation Front, all of which have been carrying on 
guerrilla action against the central government. Also barred are those 
who have “participated in criminal actions against the people and have 
not been rehabilitated.” 


Under the new law, candidates need not be members of the ruling party, 
but it is emphasised that they gust be “the most active politically and 
the most experienced.” Candidates for the provincial assemblies and 
the national assembly are chosen by committees, but they must arsver 
all questions posed by citizens at public meetings and their candida- 
cies must be approved by a gajority of the people in their districts. 
This is also the case for candidates chosen by the party-sponsored sass 
organisations--for women, youth, labour and so forth. The assemblies 
are to begin work 30 days after they are constituted. The entire elec- 
tive process is supposed to be completed before the special party congress 
that is to be held December 4-10.

FOREIGN MINISTER DENIES REPORTED DISUNITY IN GUNT 
Algiers El, MOUDJAHID in French 22 Sep 80 pp 1, 5 


[Interview with Ahmed Acyl, Chadian minister of foreign affaire, by Boussad 
Abdiche--in Algeria, date not given) 


(Text) Ahmed Acyl, Chadian minister of foreign affairs 
who ie visiting Algeria was kind enough to grant us an 
interview in order to speak about the situation prevail- 
ing in hie country and to evoke for our readers the 
struggle and the hopes of the Chadian people who have been 
exposed for many months to a fratricidal war stirred up by 
foreign interference. 


During our conversation the minister sometimes seemed dis- 
appointed (when he mentioned the interference of the 
African countries in the conflict; grieved (when he spoke 
of the suffering of his people); irritated (when we com- 
mented on some of the rumors reflecting on the unity of 
GUNT [Transitional National Union Government] and deter- 
mined (regarding the pursuit of the flight). In regard 
to the situation in the scene of action, our spokesman 

is of the opinion that it would be advisable for us, as 
reporters, to be on the spot in order to form an accurate 
concept of the conditions. 


"All I can tell you, he said, is only that many of the positions held by the 
adversary, in the capital as well as in the interior of the country, have 
fallen into the hands of our troops." 


Acyl defends the Lagos agreements passionately: they remain the only legal 
franework left, the only hope of saving the Chadian nation and achieving 
peace. We will defend them to the bitter end, even to the last man if 
necessary. 


Then we carry on regarding foreign interference: “In Freetown all of Africa 
resolved to support the transitional national union government. 
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"Unfortunately, after Freetown, we notice that an Arab and African country, 
Egypt, te interfering openly in the Chadian conflict. While | am speaking 
to you large Egyptian transport planes are landing in Abeche. An Egyptian 


consulate is located in Abeche and Egyptian technicians encircle Habre's 
rebel forces, 


We still regret that President Senghor, whom we consider the wise man of 
Africa, bears a grudge against GUNT, which, we must remember, was brought 
into existence by the Lagos agreements. 


"We are assuring the Senegalese Government by stating positively that we 

are not harboring any Senegalese opponents in our territory and that Chad-- 
being a eovereign and independent country--cannot tolerate becoming a target 
for any government whatsoever. If Senegal has domestic problems, or if 
Senegal has problems with Libya, it is Senegal's and Libya's business. It 
is not Chadian business. We are a sovereign country and we are free to have 
good relations with any country in the world who loves peace and liberty. 

We wish, therefore, that President Senghor will reconsider the position he 
took in Freetown, vis-a-vis GUNT." 


After Egypt and Senegal, the Chadian minister of foreign affairs discussed 
the subject of "French interference." "France," he said, “on many occas- 
ions gave us its word to support GUNT. But, actually, it furnishes the 
rebel Habre with all means of information, the press agencies and the "RFI", 
which became "Radio FAN (Armed Forces of the North) International” and not 
"Radio France International". This radio is the property of a small French 
“lobby” which discredits GUNT. 


"Therefore, adds Acy], foreign interventions are numerous and we wish that 
France--despite the fact that the press is free--would supervise the RFI 
bulletins as well as those of the press agencies, as they are completely 
devoid of objectivity when they mention Chad, and that Egypt would cease 
supporting Habre's rebellion". 


This prominent man continues to speak of the economic consequences of the 
war: "My country, he stresses, is suffering a great deal. There is an 
unfortunate population located in the interior of Chad, without shelter, 
without clothing, without food, without drugs. Chadian administration is 
practically non-existent, all commercial institutions are closed. However, 
we hope that with God's help, and that of our friends and brothers, we 

will be able to win this war by every means possible and to buckle down to 
the task of reestablishing unity and developing our country.” 


"When I mention the end of the war, he continued, that means militarily or 
in any other way if Habre gives the other Chadian sons a chance to reconcile 
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with the government in order that a solution can be found for the Chadian 
drama. We are hoping that our voice will be heard by all those who, directly 
or indirectly, support, through considerable means, Habre's rebellion. 


Finally questioned on the rumors in connection with some of the tension in 
GUNT, Acyl denied them categorically “It is GUNT which, at full etrength, 
decided during a meeting of the Council of Ministers, presided by Goukouni 
OQueddei, to remove Hissein Habre, from hic function as minister of national 
defense. 


GUNT is united and the rumors in regard to tensions are completely erroneous. 


It is evident that when all the sons of Chad are united around their presi- 
dent, this must displease all those who wish us the greatest misfortunes, 
and they are the ones who start all the rumors. 


And to convince us even more, he points out that his Algerian mission was 

in the framework of a tour undertaken by several members of the government, 
which included the vice president, in order to expound to friendly countries 
the situation which prevails in Chad today.

ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE MOST NEEDED FOR INFRASTRUCTURE

IF CONGO had not found oil, would the 
leaders of the country have been forced to 
alter their tentative cies § towards 
socialising the economy’ Since 1973. when 
ou was dcovered, some of the principal 
ingredients of econome life have been 
waste. failure to control the private sector 
as the ideology of the state and party would 
have dictated, and sheer bad luck. The 
misfortunes have. in a sense, been covered 
up by of revenue. 

The party's aims are quite clear. Congo's 
cconomy is to be “auto-dynami and 
auto-<centre’. Congo is to extract itself 
from the international division of labour by 
a ‘revolutionary strategy whch will aim at 
altering the structure of the economy, which 
& at the moment “extraverted’, with an 
excessively large tertiary sector and with an 
agricultural structure that is “archac”. In 
the meantime, the government has 
expressed it desire (0 maintain a 
“dialogue with the private sector. The 
realsation of the intentions to turn the 
economy into a socialist one, are, however. 
affected by current realities. 

Onginal estimates for of! production had 
been too optimistic. Last year Congo 
produced 2.7m. tons of crude oil. With the 
ope ning of the Likouala deposit, production 
& expected to rise to Sm. tons by the end of 
Next year and it is estimated that by the end 
of the decade production will have reached 
8m. tons. Another deposit at Yanga-Send ji 
will also come into production soon. Initial 
optimism had been frustrated because the 
Emeraude deposits, which are substantial. 
are uncommonly heavy and have been very 
difficult to exploit. while production at 
Pointe indienne 1s now declining

Successive governments have (ned to cope 
with their overestimates and then with the 
disappointing production figures. but the 
presem régime seems at least assured of 
reliable forecasts. With the way prices of oil 
are going, the increase in production has 
proved to be timely. Already oi! accounts 
for over 50 per cent co: revenue. Oil 
might provide an essential stop-gap for the 
authorities while they pul some order in 
their own house, but the country also has 
other econome attributes 

Large amounts of potash began to be 
exploited in conjunction with French 
capital. However, it was said (hat mines at 
Holle had to produce at least 800,000 tons 
before they could become profitable. By 
1978 this target had not been achieved and 
prospects dropped when the mines were 
flooded. Despite lengthy negotiations, 
investors have been reluctant to commit 
themselves again to Congo s potash. 

Timber has been the constant source of 
revenue over the years for Brazzaville. The 
1978 trade figures show that timber 
accounted for 24 per cent of export 
revenue. But even ths resource has been 
bedevilled by problems that can be more 
easily rectified. The southern forests have 
been depleted. and the abundant resources 
in the north are inaccessible except by the 
most expensive means. The future of the 
timber industry is therefore tied in to the 
future of the Congolese communtatons 
network and especially the Congo-Ocean 
railway. 

Agriculture, which combined with the 
umber industry represents || per cent of 
the country s gross domest« product, has 
stagnated. Cocoa production has dropped 
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Coffee increwed by over 100 per cent, 
rising from 1,291 tons in 1975 to 3,456 tons 
in 1978. Groundnuts and paim oil have 
remained reasonably steady but small in 
quantity while sugar production fell by 
almost half in the same period from 28,067 
toms to 15,711 tons, 

The rural sector is already the subject of 
particular concern to the authorities. Congo 
has a 38 percent rate of urbanisation, one of 
the highest in Africa. It also has one of the 
highest rates of education in Africa. The 
(wo facts are linked. The government has 
constantly reiterated that this poses a 
special problem for the authorities because 
of the political ramifications of .a 
well-educated youth in the Congo which 
has always been very well organised 
poliucally. 

The need for an improvement in the 
primary sector ts therefore essential if the 
economy is to revive. The pressure is even 
greater given the public debt which the 
economy has to handle. At the end of 1979 
it stood at 250bn. CF A francs and the debt 
service for this year is estimated at | 0bn. 
CF A frances. While revenue from oil is stil! 
uncertain it is difficult to say what this 
represents as a proportion of export 
revenue. It is certainly large enough to sting 
Col. Sassou Nguesso into publi comment 
on the causes of the problem. 

He attributed the debt to two factors, one 
of which is the high rate of education, and 
the second is the waste in the state sector. 
Inevitably, it is the state which has to 
employ the educated youths that are 
disgorged by the countrys education 
system onto the urban employment market. 

Public spending has tripled in the last 
six years in the Congo. The 60 state 
enterprises owe the government | bn. CFA 
francs. The of employment and 
waste by i has been joined by 
evidence of large-scale corruption. 

While castigating all those responsible, 
the government originally took the step of 
ordering a levy from every citizen to be put 
into a National Solidarity Fund. It is a 
measure of the optimism and the desire to 
return tocalmer methods of achieving ends 
that the government announced in August 
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that the Fund had been abolished and that 
household tax would be reduced. 

During all the political vicissitudes of 
recent years, one sector has plodded along, 
complaining as it always does under the 
circumstances, but in a healthier state than 
most: this is the private sector. Dominated 
by France’ — Congo is a member of the 
franc zone — there are at least 200 French 
companies operating in the Congo. The 
most important are involved in mining 
ventures in which they have joint 
participation with the t. While 
previous political debates in the Congo had 
always focussed on the role of the state 
sector, there is the overwhelming 
impression that the private sector has been 
swept conveniently under the carpet of 
ideological debate. Under Yhombi 
Opango, there was a clear shift towards the 
West. Groups of private investors visited 
the Congo, though most preferred to wait 


policies in France. With President Giscard 
d'Estaing’s visit, there will be more 
agreements signed, more tenders on offer 
and there is every likelihood that private 
investors will in the near future be 
welcomed, though on far stricter conditions 
than in other franc zone members. 

It is for infrastructure that assistance is 
most needed. Specifically, the transport 
sector is in vital need of extension and 
Extension work on the Congo- 
railway is currently estimated at 
CFA francs. With France showing

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spite of is to the contrary, might 
use the T bonese railway for its 
manganese.

In addition to these four best, the next best 15 were also given a vacation 
trip, but this time to the interior of Cuba, that is, to the provinces.

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NEW NATIONAL ASSEMBLY ELECTION LAW PUBLISHED

[Full text of “Law Concerning the Election of Deputies to the National Assembly" 
pee! As we know, the work of this year's first special session 
be on 31 July at the request of the president of the repub- 
lic) was concluded last Friday. 


Ten bills in all were passed, including the bill concerning the 
election of deputies to the National Assembly. 


The bill governing the election of deputies to the National 
Assembly admittedly dominated the special session. It amended 
Article 29 of the Constitution together with Article 10, which 
relates to the election of the president of the republic. 


We are publishing herewith the full text of the law concerning 
the election of deputies to the National Assembly. 


Title I. Composition of the National Assembly. Term of Deputies 
Article 1. The number of deputies in the National Assembly shall be 147. 


Article 2. The deputies shall be eligible for reelection. The terms of all men- 
bers of the National Assembly shall run concurrently. 


Article 3. The powers of the National Assembly shall expire at the close of the 
secom regular session of the 5th year of ite tern. 


Title II. Method of Election 


Article 4. Deputies to the National Assembly shall be elected from electoral 
districts--in two rounds of voting, by majority vote with direct universal suffrage-- 
by an electorate which shall be convened by decree. 


Article 5. Each electoral district shall comprise one or more seats. The nurber 
and dimensions of the electoral districts, and the distribution of the seats, shall 
be established by decree. 
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Article 6. In single-seat electoral districts, election shall be by uninominal 
majority vote, obtained in two rounds of voting. 











In electoral districts corresponding to more than one seat, complete slates of 
candidates shall be presented. Deputies shall in such case be elected by majority 
vote limited to two rounds of voting, without preferential voting or ticket split- 


ting. 












Article 7. Regardless of the method of voting employed, no candidate may be 
elected in the first round of voting unless he has obtained an absolute ma jority 
of the votes cast. 








An absolute majority of the total of votes cast shall consist of one-half of said 
total plus one vote. If the total of votes cast is an uneven number, said absolute 
majority shall be calculated on the basis of the next lowest even number. 









Article 8. If none of the candidates (or none of the slates of candidates) has 
obtained an absolute majority of the votes cast in the first round of voting a 
second round shall be held, and the candidate (or slate of candidates) who (which) 
then receives a plurality shall be declared elected. 






This second round of vcting shall take place on the second Sunday following the 
first round. 


In the event of a tie vote in the second round between (among) the candidates (or 
slates of candidates) receiving the most votes, a majority shall be definitively 
established by adding together the votes obtained by said candidates (or slates of 
candidates) in both rounds of voting. 


Article 9. The composition of the electorate may not be changed during the period 
intervening between the two rounds of voting. 


Article 10. In the event a vacancy occows through death, resignation or any other 
cause, a special election shall be held in the concerned election district within 
3 months following the occurrence of the vacancy, in conformity with the method of 
voting established by the present law. 


There is no cause for a special election to be held during the 12 months preceding 
the close of the legislative tera. 


Title III. Electorate 

Article 11. The following are electors: Ivorian citizens of both sexes who have 
attained their 2ist birthday, enjoy their civil and political rights, and 

ject to none of the disabilities specified in the following article. 

Article 12. The following cannot be electors: 

1. Persons convicted of a felony. 

2. Persons sentenced to prison terms--without suspension of sentence--for larceny; 


fraud; breach of trust; embezzlement of public funds; forgery or the utilization of 
forgery; bribery and influence peddling; or offenses against morality. 
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3. Pereons in conteapt of court. 
4, Pereons under judicial interdiction. 
5. Persone committed to a sental institution. 


Article 13. Any conviction for a crime or sisdemeanor specified in the preceding 
article shall entail removal from the voter registration liste. 


Title IV. Eligibility 


Article 14. <Any citisen having the status of elector may be elected to the Nation) 
Assembly, with the sole exceptions noted in the following articles. 


Article 15. No one aay be elected to the National Assembly who has not attained 
hie 23rd birthday. 


Article 16. The following are ineligible: 


1. Persons who by judicial decision have been deprived of their rights of eligibil- 
ity, in application of the laws which authorise said deprivation. 


2. Persons for whom a legal guardian has been appointed. 

Article 17. Camiidacies for election as deputy to the National Assembly cannot be 
accepted from persons in thone categories designated below when said persons are 
exercising their current functions unless their declarations of candidacy are 
accompanied by a request for a leave of absence. 

1. Inepectors of the administrative services. 

2. Prefectse, subprefects and secretaries general of prefectures. 


3. Magistrates, the secretary general of the Supreme Court, ami chief clerke of 
the court. 


4, Secretaries general, general minagers ani managers of the government services. 
5. Regional directors of education. 

6. The treasurer-paymaster general ani departeenta: treasurers. 

7. Labor inspectors ani social-law inspectors. 


8. Personnel of the Army, Navy and Air Force; of the National Gendarmerie; ant of 
the Military Fire Departament. 


9. Employees of the National Bureau of Investigation. 


Article 18. Registration of the candidacy of a person who is ineligible by virtue 
of the provisions of the foregoing articles is prohibited. 
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If it appeare that a declaration of camiidacy hae been filed by an ineligible 
pereon, the representative of the aust suspend registration of the 
oandidacy and lay the case within 48 houre before the Supreme Court, which shall 
remier ite decision within 3 days. 





If the time limite specified in the foregoing paragraph are not honored, the oandi- 
Gacy shall be registered. 


Article 19. <Any Ivorian citisen who fulfille the confitions for election to the 
National Assembly may become a canfiidate in any electoral district of his choice. 


Article 20. No one may become a candidate simultaneously in more than one electoral 
district. 


Article 21. Any elector has the right to challenge the eligibility of a cant idate 
within 46 hours after the filing of the canfidacy in question. 


Article 22. The petitioner gust append to his petition the documents he is sulmit- 
ting in support of his arguments. 


The Supreme Court shall prepare the care laid before it. It may, however, in the 
absence of any prior instructions to the contrary, reject--stating the grounds for 
ite action--those petitions which are inadmissible or contain only complaints whic, 
manifestly have no bearing on the eligibility under challenge. 


If the petition is adjudged to be admiasible, notice thereof is given to the canii- 
date in question, who shall within 24 hours take cognisance of the petition and 
annexed documents and submit his commente in writing. 


Article 23. The Supreme Court shall render ite decision--stating the grounds there- 
for--within 3 days from the date the case is laid before it. The decision is not 


subject to appeal. 


Article 24. any elector also has the right--within 46 hours--to challenge the 
resulte of an election, unier the same coniitions as those stated above. 


Article 25. Any member of the National Assembly whose ineligibility is established 
shall--without cause for challenge--forfeit his seat in that body. 


During the entire term of the legislature, any person elected who proves to be 
ineligible for reelection under any of the provisions of the present law shal) 
forfeit his seat without cause for challenge. Said forfeiture shall be confirmed 
by the Supreme Court upon request by the president of the republic or the president 
of the Natiom) Assembly. 


Title V¥. Incompatibilities 


Article 26. The office of deputy ie incompatible with sembership in the Boonomic 
ari Social Counei! or in the Gabinet of Ministers. 





Article 27. The holding of nonselective public office is incompatible with sember- 
ship in the National Assembly. 
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Any person elected to the Nations) Assembly to whom reference ie sade in the fore~ 
going paragraph shall be replaced in hie seat and assigned the status provided for 
thie purpose in the statute governing said etatus, within | week after the date of 
hie assumption of office or--in the event the election le contested--within | week 
after the decision of the Natiom) Asseably. 


The exercise of any functions in behalf of a foreign state or international organi- 
sation and remunerated by said foreign estate or international organisation is like- 
wise incompatible with sembership in the Natiom) Assesbly. 


Article 2". Persons charged by the government with a temporary sission may carry 
out said mission conourrently with the exercise of their duties in the parliasent, 
for a period not to exceed 6 sonthe. 


Article 29. The following offices are incompatible with membership in the Nationa) 
Asseably: 


a. Qhyairman of the board of directors, sember of the board of directors, general 
manager or assistant general samager of a state enterprise or mixed company. 


>. General manager, assistant general manager or manager of public institutions of 
an imiuetrial, commercial or administrative nature. 


The same shall apply to the permanent exercise of any advisory function in such 
enterprises, companies or institutions. 


Article 30. The following offices are incompatible with semberehip in the National 
Assembly: President, chairman of the board of directors, trustee, general mmger, 
assistant general manager or manager of: 


1. Gompanies, enterprises or institutions that enjoy guarantees in the fore of 
benefite, subsidies or equivalent advantages granted by the state or by a public 
collectivity, except when such advantages derive from the automtic application of 
general laws or general regulation. 


2. Companies that have an exclusively financial purpose and solicit savings and 
credit from the public. 


3. Companies or enterprises whose activities primarily comprise construction, the 
supply of equipment or the supply of services either for the state, a public collec- 
tivity, a public institution or a mational enterprise (or under the control of any 
of the @eregoing) more than half of whose capital stock consists of shares held by 
companies or enterprises which engage in the same activities. 


Article 3i. lt ehall be unlawful for any member of the Natiom) Assembly to accept, 
during his term in office, any post as sember of the board of directors or super- 
visory board--or any advisory post--in those institutions, companies or enterprises 
to which reference is made in the foregoing paragraph. 


Article 32. Despite the provisions of Articles 30 and 31, members of the National 
Assembly who serve as members of a general council or municipal counci] may be 
designated by said councile to represent the concerned department or commune on 
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entities of regional or local interest, on condition that these entities do not 
have a# their explicit function the distribution of profits, and on comfition that 
the aforesaid members of the National Assembly receive no remuneration for these 
services. 


Article 33. It @hall be unlewful for any practicing lawyer who holds a seat in 
the National Assembly to exercise direct!y (or iniirectly through the intermediary 
of an associate, collaborator or lawyer trainee), other than before the High Court 
of Justice, any funetion of hie profession in connection with cases wherein prosecu- 
tion has been initiated in the criminal courte for crimes and sisdemeanocre that are 
against the public interest, that pertain to the press, or that are injurious to 
credit and savings. It shall further be unlawful for such iniividual, under the 
same ciroumstances, to plead a case or give legal advice in behalf of any of the 
companies, enterprises or institutions specified in articles 29 ani 30 (unless he 
has served regularly as their counse) before hie election as deputy), or to plead 
a case or give legal advice in opposition to the estate, national companies or 
enterprises, public collectivities or public institutions. 


Article ¥. It ehall be unlawful for any member of the Natiom) Assembly to cause 
(or allow) hie name to appear--followed by an imiication of hie official title-~-1) 
any publicity regarding a financial, infustrial or commercial enterprise. 


Fourtiers, (lrectors or minagere of companies or institutions organised for commer- 
cial, industrial or financial purposes who have caused (or allowed) the name of a 
member of the National Assembly to appear--together with a mention of his official 
title--in any publicity prepared in behalf of the enterprise they head (or propose 
to fount) ahall be punished by 1 to 6 aonthe’ imprisonment or a fine of from | 
million to 5 aillion france, or both. In the event of a secon offense the afore- 
said penalties aay be increased to 1 year's iaprisonment ani a fine of 10 million 
france respectively. 


Article 75. Any deputy to whom the provisions of Articles 26, 26, 29 or 30 are 
applicable may--before he ‘e notified--resign hie seat voluntarily. In the absence 
of such resignation the officers of the Nation) Assembly shall send such notifica- 
tion to the aforesaid deputy in the form of a registered letter stating concisely 
the grounis for the application of the article in question ani notifying his that 
the question of his resignation ahall be placed on the agenta of the first session 
of the Assembly held following expiration of the | week period following the afore- 
said notification. 


If, before the start of the session thus echeduled, the concerned deputy has failed 
to communicate to the president of the Natiom) Assembly a written statement of his 
opposition to the action contemplated, the president of the Assembly esha) without 
debate officially certify the resignation. 


If euch statement ie received, however, the concerned deputy shall be allowed to 
offer his explanations in private, whereupon the Assembly shal) render ite decision 
immediately or (if inticated) after referral of the case to a special committee. 
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Title VI. Piling of a Gandidacy 


Article %6. Gandidates are required to submit a declaration of their candidacy, 
over their duly authenticated signature. 


Declarations of candidacy sust be filed in duplicate at the Ministry of the Interior 
nm later than 3 weeks prior to the opening of the polle. They sust be accompanied 
by a birth certificate--or, if necessary, a suppletive judgment rendered not sore 
than 3 sonthe previously--and sust indicate: 


1. In those electoral districts having only one seat, for each canlidate: 


a. The last name, given names, date ani place of birth, residence anid cooupation 
of the cantidate. 


b. The name of the electoral district chosen for the candidacy. 


c. The color and symbol chosen for the printing of the candidate's ballots, which 
color must be different from that of the voter registration cards. 


2. In those electoral districts having sore than one seat, for each slate of canii- 
dates: 


a. The last name, given names, date and place of birth, residence and occupation 
of the candidates. No slate my be accepted if the number of candidates it con- 
prises is not equal to the number of seats to be filled in the electoral district 
in question. 


b. The name of the electoral district chosen. 


c. The color and symbol chosen for the printing of the tallote, which color must 
be different from that of the voter registration cards. 


4. The declaration of candidacy must aleo bear the signatures of all candidates 
entered on the slate. 


A temporary receipt for the declaration shall be given to the person filing the 
declaration. 


A definitive receipt shall be delivered within 2 days if the caniidacy (whether 
individual or in the form of a slate of candidates) is in conformity with the 
stipulations of the present law, upon presentation of the receipte issued by the 
treasurer-paymaster general or departmental treasurers for the posting of the bon. 


No withdrawal of a caniidacy shall be allowed after the filing of the declaration 
thereof. 


In electoral districts having sore than one seat, in the event of the death or 
determimtion of the ineligibility of one of the candidates during the election 
campaign, the candidates who have presented the slate gust replace said candidate 
with a new candidate. 
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No one may be @ candidate on more than one slate. 


If a candidate has contravened the provisions of the foregoing paragraph, he cannot 
be validly elected. 


Any Oandidacy, or any slate, organised in violation of the provisions of the present 
article or those of Article 16 shall be inadmissible and shall not be registered. 
Any votes received by candidates on such a slate shall be considered void. 





In the event registration of a declaration of candidacy (whether individual or in 
the form of a slate) is challenged, the candidate or candidates concerned may 
appeal to the Supreme Court in conformity with Article 29 of the Constitution. 


Article 37. It shall be unlawful to sign or put up posters, or to transmit or 
distribute ballots, circulars, or public statements, in behalf of any candidate who 
is not in compliance with the provisions of Article %. 


Article 3®. Any posters, signs, public announcements or ballots posted or distribu- 
ted in contravention of the foregoing provisions shall be removed or confiscated. 


Article 39. Any candidate who contravenes the provisions of Article 37 shall be 
punished with a fine of 750,000 france; and any person who acts in violation of 
Article W shall be punished with a fine of from 250,000 to 750,900 francs. 


Article 40. No less than 24 hours after his declaration of candidacy, each canii- 
date must post a bond established at 100,000 france per caniidate. 


Article 41. The state shall assume responsibility for defraying the cost of the 
paper and envelopes allocated to candidates; the cost of printing the posters, 
circulars and ballots; and the cost of transmitting said ballots and circulars. 


Article 42. The aforesaid bond shall be refunied in the event the candidate (or 
slate of candidates) has received 10 percent or more of the votes cast; it is other- 
wise nonrefundable and accrues to the state. 


Title VII. Electoral Advertising 


Article 43. The opening date of the election campaign shall be prescribed by 
decree. 


Article 4. All election rallies, and all election advertising, of any kind are 
prohibited except during the legal period of the election campaign. 


Any person contravening the provisions of the foregoing paragraph shall be punished 
with 11 days to 1 month's imprisonment, or a fine of from 250,000 to 750,000 
francs, or both. 


Article 45. During the entire election period, in each commune and in each adminis- 
trative district, special sites shall be set aside by the municipal or administra- 
tive authority (as the case may be) for the posting of election posters. 


In assigning these sites an equivalent area shall be allocated to each candidate 
(or slate of candidates). Other than these mndatory sites established ad jacent 
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to the polling places, a maximum of five sites may be established in adainistrative 
districts or communes having 500 or fewer electors, and 10 sites in adainistrative 
districts or communes having from 501 to 5,000 electors, plus an additional one 
site per 5,900 electors. 


No mterial relating to the election--including material bearing revenue staape--~- 
may be posted outelde the assigned space or in the space reserved for other candi- 
dates. 


Space at these sites shall be allocated in the order of receipt of the requeste 
therefor, which must be made no later than 1 week before the election. 


If the mayor of a commune, or chief official of an administrative district, refuses 
(or neglects) to comply with these regulations, the minister of the interior shall 

personally (or through a representative expressly designated) ensure the immediate 

implementation of said regulations. 


To ensure to the contending candidates an equal distribution of facilities during 
the election campaign, each candidate or slate of caniidates shall be allocated: 


1. <A large-size poster of mximum dimensions (0.65 x 0.90 meters) for posting 
during the election campaign at the above-designated sites. 


2. A No 6 size poster of mximum dimensions (0.21 x 0.46 meters) for announcements 
of election rallies. 


3. A cirevlar (size 0.21 x 0.27 meters). 

4. A number of ballots (13 x 9 centimeters in size) equal to twice the number of 
electors registered in the electoral district in question, to be distributed for 
each round of voting. 

Article 46. Not less than 3 weeks prior to the date of the election there shall be 
created in Abidjan, by order of the minister of the interior, a commission composed 
as follows: 


Chairman: The president of the Court of First Instance, or a magistrate appointed 
by the first president of the Court of Appeale of Abid jan. 


Members: The treasurer-paymaster general or his representative; an official of the 
Ministry of the Interior appointed by the minister of the interior; and a represent- 
ative of the Office of Posts and Telecommunications. 

Secretary: An official of the Ministry of the Interior. 

The aforesaid commission shall be charged with: 


1. Drawing up a list of printers approved by it for printing the electoral docu- 
ments. 


2. Transmitting to each commune or administrative district (whichever form of 
electoral districting applies), not less than 5 days prior to the election, the 
ballots for each candidate or slate of candidates; the number of said ballots shal) 
be equal to twice the number of electors registered in the district in question. 
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Title VIIT. Aetions in Preparation for the Election 


Article 4. The date of an election shall be prescribed by decree, and shall always 
fall on a Sunday. 


The voting process shall occupy no more than 1 day, and the polls shall open and 
close at the times prescribed by the decree convening the electorate. The vote 
count shall take place immediately after the closing of the polls. 


Article 48. There shall be established, in each commune and in each adainistrative 
district, at least one polling place per 1,900 electors. 


The list of polling places shall be prescribed by decree of the Ministry of the 
Interior and shall be published and posted, in accordance with the customary proce- 
dures, 10 days before the opening of the polls. 


Article 49. In the event of renewal of the voter registration cards, distribution 
of the cards must be completed 3 days before the date of the election. One or sore 
boards shall be created in each commune or administrative district and charged with 
distribution of the cards. 


The aforesaid boards shall be composed as follows: 


a. In the communes: A representative of the government (who shall serve as chair- 
man); an assistant to the mayor or a municipal councilman; and a representative of 
each candidate (or slate of candidates). 


b. In the administrative districts: A representative of the government (who shall 
serve as chairman), and a representative of each candidate (or slate of candidates). 


Bach candidate (or representative of each slate of candidates) shall be sent--no 
later than 20 days prior to the date of the election--to the chief official of the 
concerned administrative district (who shall deliver a receipt therefor) the names 
of the titular representatives (and alternates) chosen from among the electors 
entered on the voter registration list of the concerred district. 


Any cards not distributed shall be returned to the commune (or administrative dis- 
trict) for delivery to the polling place in question, where they shall remain--on 
the day of the election--at the disposal of the official in charge of said polling 
place. 


A card may be delivered to the concerned elector only upon inspection of the elec- 
tor's identity documents, or upon authentication of the elector's identity by two 
witnesses who are entered on the voter registration list of the polling place in 
question. An official report of such action is thereupon prepared and signed by 
the official in charge and (where indicated) by the witnesses and initialed by 
said official. 


At each polling place, when the polle have closed, the unclaimed cards shall be 
counted by the election board, initialed by the chairman, placed in a sealed enve- 
lope and transmitted to the mayor's office (or seat of the administrative district); 
am the corresponding list of mmes shall be prepared. 
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The aforesaid sealed envelopes my be opened only by the administrative commission 
in charge of the next revision to be made of the voter registration liste. 


Article 50. Bach candidate (through hie representative), or slate of candidates 
(through one of ite members or other representative), shall have the right to 
monitor the entire voting process, the opening of the ballots and the counting of 
the votes, at all locations where such process is conducted, and also the right to 
demand the inclusion--in the corresponding official report--of all comments, pro- 
teste or challenges made with respect to said process, whether such comments, 
protests or challenges are made before announcement of the results of the vote 
count or after said announcement. The official report shall be signed by the 
aforesaid candidates’ representatives. 


The aforesaid representatives aust be entered on a voter registration list. They 
may not be ejected except in the event of disturbances incited by them, in which 
case action gust be taken immediately to replace those ejected with alternate 


representatives. 


The names of the titular and alternate representatives must be communicated to the 
mayor (or chief official of the administrative district) at least 24 hours before 
the opening of the polls. A receipt shall be given for said notification. The 
mayor (or chief official of the administrative district) shall communicate the 
aforesaid mames to the chairmanof each election board in question as soon as said 
boards are constituted. 


Each candidate shall have free access to all polling places. 


Article 51. The chairman of each election board shall be designated in the communes 
by the mayor, and in the administrative districts by the chief official of the 
district. 


Article 3%. During the entire period the polle are open, one copy of the voter 
registration list--certified by the prefect, subprefect or mayor, as the case my 
be--shall remain on the table in the polling place. Thie list shall serve as the 


sign-in register. 


Article 53. No one may be allowed to vote unless he is entered on the voter regis- 
tration list. Any Ivorian citizen, however, even though not entered on the list, 
shall be allowed to vote upon presentation of notification of a judicial decision 
ordering that he be so entered, or of a ruling by the appropriate jurisdiction 
annuling the decision which had ordered his removal from the list. 


The aforesaid instructions must be delivered (to Ivorian citisens only) at least 
3 daye before the election. 


Article %. The opening of the ballote, and the tally of the votes, shall be done 
at each polling place immediately following the closing of the polls. 


The vote count may be made by tellers who shall be appointed at least 1 hour 
before the polls close by the representatives of the candidates (or slates) speci- 
fied in Article 50. 
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The aforesaid tellers--chosen from among the electors entered on the voter regis- 
tration list of the district in question--shall be assigned to the counting tables 
in order that the reading of the ballots, on the one hand, and the tally of the 
votes, may be controlled simultaneously--on the spot--by one teller representing 
each candidate (or slate of candidates). 


In the event of the absence of the aforesaid tellers, the chairman of the election 
board shall choose the tellers from among the electors who are present. 


Immediately following the vote count, the results shall be announced by the chairman 
of the election board to the electors who are present in the same room where the 
vote count has been made. 


Article 55. The official reports must be prepared in the aforesaid room immediately 
following the conclusion of the vote count and countersigned by the candidates or 
their representatives. The reports shall be prepared in duplicate. 


Each election board chairman shall--thro the intermediary of the chief official 
of the concerned administrative district (or mayor)--transmit to the minister of th 
interior, by the most rapid means, one copy of the official report of the election 
process (accompanied by such documents as must be appended), all of which is to be 
delivered to the vote counting commission for which provision is made in the follow- 
ing article. The second copy of the report shall remain in the files of the admin- 
istrative district (or commune) in question. 


Article 56. The general vote count shall be made in Abidjan by a commission headed 
by a magistrate. The composition of said commission shall be prescribed by decree 
of the chief of state. 


The aforesaid operations shall be recorded in the form of an official report. 

The resulte shall be announced by the chairman of the commission, who shall immedi- 
ately transmit all the official reporte and annexed documents to the minister of the 
interior. 

Title X. Temporary Provisions 


Article 57. Noncitizens of African origin who are entered on the voter registration 
lists may also participate in the 1950 elections. 


Title XI. Concluding Provisions 


Article 58. The present law supersedes all previous provisions to the contrary, ani 
in particular those contained in Law No 60-358 of 7 November 1960; Law No 65-367 of 
15 October 1965; Law No 70-632 of 5 November 1970; and Law No 75-748 of 22 Cctober 
1975. 


Article 59. The modalities for implementation of the present law shall be pre- 
scribed by ministerial decree.

IMPOSED RENT REDUCTION PLANNED—Rents in the country are to be reduced by at least 

Disclosing this in Monrovia today, the Liberian INAUGUBAL newspaper 
quoted a Commerce Ministry source as saying that a decree to back the move by the 
People's Redemption Council government is expected to be released before the end of 
this week. The paper further quoted the Commerce Ministry source as saying that 
estate houses owned by the National Housing Authority might possibly be excluded 

from the 25 percent reduction measure. The new INAUGURAL newspaper further said that 
the decree will outlaw the 6 months and 1 year payments of rent, adding: No landlord 
will be allowed to ask for more than 5 months advance rent payment.

PORTS GEAR TO RECEIVE SOVIET CEMENT SHIPMENTS 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 25 Sep 80 pp 1, 2 
[Article: "Receipt of Soviet Cement") 

[Text] The GDR will also supply us with 40,000 tons. 


As we mentioned in our preceding issue, a contract for the delivery of 
50,000 tons of cement was signed in Antananarivo between the Soviet Union 
and the GDR. The document was initialed for the Malagasy side by 
Rakotonomenjanahary and Randriambololona, respectively Director of Commerce 
in the Ministry of Economy, and Director General of COROI, a state company. 


We learned yesterday from Rakotonomenjanahary that the contract specifies 

a 3-year deferred payment and delivery in three stages, the first to occur 
in 3 or 4 weeks. From now until the end of the year, or at the latest 

from now until February 1981, our Soviet supplier will have delivered all 

of the order. There is a port problem to be faced. In fact, because of 
limited port loading capacity, we will be able to receive only 2 8,000-ton 
vessels per month, that is, a 16,000-ton delivery during a period of 3 
months. In order to avoid “bottlenecks" due to port overloading, four ports 
will take turns in the unloading operation: Toamasina, Mahajang.4, 
Antsiranana, and Toliara. And if all goes well, the order will be completely 
honored in the next 3 months... 


With the GDR, Too 


Still with reference to cement, the director of commerce yesterday said that 
Minister of Economy and Commerce Justin Rarivoson has also just signed a 
2-year deferred payment contract with the GDR in East Berlin for 40,000 tons. 
But while Soviet cement is to be delivered by the supplier, we must on the 
contrary provide for the transportation of the GDR-contracted merchandise. 
And, according to Rakotonomenjanahary, the GDR cement will definitely arrive 
10 days after the first Soviet delivery. Thus this year we have made pro- 
vision for cement supplies from Mozambique, the Soviet Union, the GDR, 

and North Korea in the following amounts: 60,000 tons, Mozambique; 
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50,000 tons, the USSR; 40,000 tons, the GDR; and 30,000 tons, Korea; that 
is, a total of 180,000 tons. Our annual consumption is more than 200,000 
tons a year, and the annual production of the Amboanio cement works is 
65,000 tons. 


One must nevertheless still expect some slight difficulty for approximately 
1 month, the time it will take the first delivery to arrive from the Soviet 
Union. 


Let us emphasize that the public work areas that have used the greatest 
quantity of cement in recent years have been those of the CUR [expansion 
unknown] and those for the hydroelectric projects of Andekaleka and of 
Namorona.

EFFORT TO BECOME SELF-SUFFICIENT IN ENERGY NOTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 19 Sep 80 p 1, 2 
[Article by A.R.: "Satisfactory OMNIS Samplings"] 
[Text] Plan for Intensive drillings for the 1981's. 


So--if everything continues to go well!--Madagascar in a few years will have 
its own source of petroleum energy. A pilot factory will begin to operate 
in northwest Madagascar. Will one begin with the bituminous sandstone of 
Bemolanga or with the heavy oil of Tsimiroro? That is part of the research 
that OMNIS (National Military Office for Strategic Industries) is still 
carrying out and which would be very difficult to answer now. 


In any case, in Bemolanga as in Tsimiroro, one is beginning to "meticulously 
calculate" results. One is trying to make them as profitable as possible. 
The present oil field covers an area of 400 square kilometers. It is rela- 
tively small on a map, since Bemolanga and Tsimiroro are just barely dots, 
Fivondronana de Morafenobe having only 13,000 persons. The region also 

has a "fine" future in cattle raising--to say nothing of the economic pros- 
pects that will be provided by long-term semi-industrial, then industrial, 
exploitation of the oil field of black gold that we announced yesterday, 

the positive side of the feasibility studies undertaken up to now. 


Let us remember that the bituminous sandstone reserves amount to about 

2 to 3 billion tons; that of heavy oil, 9 billion tons. That is enough to 
take care of our consumption for several generations, our consumption now 
being 600,000 tons, whereas from the beginning of the first months of opera- 
tion of the pilot factory in question, the latter will produce 2 million 
tons! What, then, will be done with the rest? We have mentioned this; it 
will be for exportation. 


Samp lings 


The conversion processes foreseen for bituminous sandstone are of West 
German origin (LURGI). But some agents are still waiting for the results of 
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the laboratory teste that are being carried out by the Knokner Industrie 
Anylagesn of Dulebourg (FRG). In any case, the analyeie of samplings of 

50 tone of bituminous sandstone has been completed, with satisfactory 
results. im the light of the latter, the of] field will soon be developed. 


Colonel Hubert Andrianasolo, head of OMNIS, who up to now has observed 
complete silence regarding thie matter, told ue Wednesday of hie satisfac- 
tion, at least with respect to the present stage of the work. 


"Of course,” he told us,"the of] fields have been in existence for a long 
time and research hae even been done on them. The revolutionary government 
decided to resume thie in 1975 for several reasons. Firet, in view of the 
importance. of ol] fields, it was necessary to exploit them, 411 the more 
since the world situation in the matter of energy ie such, at present and 
in the years to come, that it was necessary to consider other sources of 
energy. Moreover, one is now mastering world technology." 


Throug! %ut the world, each country is trying to get along as best it can in 
the face of the present energy crisis. The biggest ones are calling for 
atomic stations. But one immediately experiences 4 general reaction: one 
thinke of the military purposes that such equipment can also perform. 

After all, maybe one is in fact thinking of killing two birds with one 
stone. In any case, young countries like Madagascar will never be able to 
launch into euch an exploit. Solar energy is exploitable by us, too. One 
thue understands the entire importance of Boky Mena's passage with respect 
to the “Great Powers of the Year 2,000" (...) 


Alas, Soon the Rainy Season!... 


Very satiefied with present results, OMNIS next year will undertake an 
intensive drilling project. In yesterday's iseve we spoke of the measures 
to be taken as of now regarding attitudes. Others also deserve to be taken 
into consideration, especially with respect to means of communication. 


Fortunately, OMNIS has completed the present stage of its research before 
the arrival of the rainy season. The road between the Tsimiroro and Bemo- 
langa camps will hardly be passable then. It will even be cut off in 
several places. At present, only powerful vehicles can “drive through" 

the Manambao river, which is now at ite lowest point of the year. Once the 
rains come,the OMNIS camps will purely and simply be cut off from the rest 
of the region. 


One now understands the skepticism that has been felt ever since one first 
spoke of “Malagasy” oil and looked for it; skepticiem continues to be mani- 
feseted. In any case, in the months to come an official confirmation will 
be made in Haut-Lieuw. It will certainly be followed by the first...barrel 
of crude ofl. Not right away, of course, but as one says: If you live 
long enough, you'll see. And to repeat one of our expressions: “Ny aina 
no mateza!™

MUTUAL ADVANTAGES TO BE DERIVED FROM COOPERATION WITH BRAZIL 
Rio de Janeiro JORNAL DO BRASIL in Portuguese 31 Aug 80 p 15 
[Article by Beatriz Schiller: "Mozambique Describes Ties With Brazil") 


[Text] New York--In an exclusive interview with JORNAL DO BRASIL, the 
Mozambique Minister of Foreign Affairs Joaquim Chissano stated in New York 
that, after the visit of the Kkrazilian minister of foreign affairs, Saraiva 
Guerreiro, to Mozambique in June 1980--"when we discussed our views in depth-- 
it was clear that the rapproachement between Mozambique and Brazil was based 
on the definition of clear objectives of our economic, cultural, political and 
social cooperation." 


Chissano, who took part in the UN Special Assembly on Development--New In- 
ternational Economic Order--there announced the formation of an integrated 
economic zone, a sort of common market of the front line nations of southern 
Africa. He also said Mozambique would further increase its imports of 
Brazilian products. 


Cooperation 


The Mozambique minister of foreign affairs stressed that the rapproachement 

of Brazil and Mozambique was not based on the common language. He believed 
that it was to the Brazilian Government's advantage and that of former colonies 
like Brazil to establish relations with independent, former colonies based on 
principles having nothing in common with the groups set up by the former 
colonial powers. 


"The first Brazilian ambassador to present credentials in Mozambique was very 
respectful of our criteria for relations and prevented Brazil from assuming 
the views of the old colonial countries about grouping by language. Language 
is such an isolated element that it cannot serve as a basis for our cooper- 
ation," said Chissano. 


He said that Brazil currently exports tractors, automobile parts, building 
materials, clothing, textiles and a wide variety of manufactured products to 
Mozambique. "Last year, our imports of Brazilian products increased a great 
deal. During the Brazilian foreign minister's visit, there were negotiations 
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about Brazilian participation in agricultural and industrial projects, in 
which Brazilian technicians and technology will play an important role," 
said Chissano, 


He stressed Mozambique's interest in distributing goods and in having a planned 
economy, "However, regional cooperation and cooperation with countries of 
other continents do not require imposition of systems." 


Economic Strategy 


At the United Nations, the Mozambique foreign minister presented the project 
of the countries of southern Africa to estabhish an integrated economic zone 
in which those countries--Angola, Mozambique, Zimbabwe, Botswana, Lesotho, 
Swaziland, Zambia and Tanzania--would increase subregional cooperation to 
achieve the integrated development of their economies. 


Chissano did not accept the designation of common market for southern Africa, 
preferring "not to label the integration of economies in the region. It 

will be a model in which all will cooperate as equals, for practical results." 
He said the economic model which is being established in this African region 
is that of interdependence. 


The political goal of this economic strategy, stated Chissano, is to combat 
the economic dependence of all those countries on South Africa, thus fighting 
against apartheid. Close cooperation between the countries of southern Africa 
will bring about a "drastic cut in cooperation with South Africa, forcing it, 
because of that development, to make domestic changes more rapidly," he said. 


On the subject of Mozambique's relations with the United States, Chissano 
pointed out that Washington believes that the withdrawal of Cubans from Angola 
is necessary for normalization with certain African countries. "Mozambique 
does not cooperate with the United States because of the embargo of the North 
American Congress. It accuses us of having ties with the Soviets and socialist 
countries and views us as a satellite of the Soviet Union. We do not under- 
stand this attitude. The United States has a much greater Soviet presence 

in its country than Mozambique does. They cooperate much more with the 

Soviets than we do," stated Chissano.

DEBRAY FINDS SIMILARITIES BETWEEN CUBAN, MOZAMBICAN REVOLUTIONS

[Excerpts] “The center of Latin American revolution is currently located in 
Central America," Regis Debray said yesterday morning during a conference 
with journalists and students at the National Journalism School.

"The Cuban experience is central to the Central American revolutions,” said 
Debray. Offering some thoughts on the Cuban revolution, he said there were 
important similarities to the Mozambican revolution. In both instances, the 
revolutionaries "discovered" Marxism by practicing it; the leadership parties 
in Cuba and Mozambique emerged from the armies of liberation; and in both 
countries the socialist path of economic, social and cultural development was 
announced 2 years after the revolutionary forces took power.

The distinguished French intellectual returned to Paris late yesterday after- 
noon, after an 8-day visit to the People's Republic of Mozambique [RPM]. 


During his stay in Mozambique, the French personality met with party and 
government officials and also visited some locales of economic importance 
to our country.

{Excerpts} “Our main goal is to create something, with what little we have, 
to help the needy. This country suffered the Limpopo River floods in 1977, 
and, in 1978, the Zambezi floods and a cyclone in Nampula, in which 519,000 
people were made homeless. After independence, during the process of national 
reconstruction, the Mozambican government also had to assist about 150,000 
Zi.babwean refugees. These, then, are the major concerns of the federation 
here, and this is why we are in Mozambique," Geoffrey Mawalla Sawaya, repre- 
sentative of the World Lutheran Federation, said during an interview with 
representatives of the national news media. 


The World Lutheran Federation is an association of Lutheran churches throughout 
the world. Created by a constituent assembly in July 1947 in Switzerland, 

the organization now has about 17 million affiliates, with 99 permanent member 
churches from 59 countries. 


Replying to a question put by NOTICIAS regarding the activity of the church 

in a society such as ours, the World Lutheran Federation representative said: 
“Actually, | am quite pleased. When | arrived, as you know, we had no church 
here in the federation, but the government received us very well and gave us 

a house. We had no transportation, but the government provided us with trans- 
portation; it made it possible...They presented us to the Ministry of Education 
and Culture, the Health Ministry, the National Center for Refugees and Liber- 
ation Movements, and various other groups in areas of interest to us for our 
activities. During this process we have felt like brothers. I have never 
felt like a foreigner because, when any event came up, we were invited. I 
visited the provinces, where I learned about all the projects to be carried 
out. We talked freely and directly. I never felt as if I were not a member 
of FRELIMO; on the contrary, I feel almost like a party member, and this makes 
me happy,” said Sawaya. 
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Material Suppore 


"Why are you, @ religious organization, giving importance to material support 
and not just to spiritual matters?" 


The question arose because this institution is involved in various activities 
connected not only with spiritual well-being but also, and above all, with 
the physical well-being of people, regardless of their faith. Sawaya 
answered frankly. 





"I don't know anything about the other churches, We certainly cooperate and 
work together, but it is hard to know about anyone's spiritual life. There 

is a Christian Council of Mozambique, but I don't know how they work. We have 
a good working relationship with them, but their functions are different from 
ours, and they have their own way of leading the people. We of the Lutheran 
Federation know, first of all, that there can be no soul without a body, 
leading us to the conclusion, on the other hand, that where there is life 
there is a soul. We are well aware that the body requires sun, air, water, 
food, a home, to sustain life, and only then can we think about the soul, 
because if there is no body, there is no life." 


Geoffrey Mawalla Sawaya is 56 years old, and is a native of Tanzania. He 
worked with the Tanzanian police for about 30 years. At the police training 
school, he took part in the military training of many FRELIMO soldiers who 
passed through the camps of Mutuaro, Newala, Chidudo, Songea and, later, 
Chiwindi. From Songea he went to the Police General Headquarters as its 
director. 


In 1969, when Eduardo Chivambo Mondlane, our first president, was basely 
assassinated, Sawaya conducted the investigation of the case. After a 
lengthy investigation that touched several countries, it was concluded that 
the bombs had come from Maputo, then Lourenco Marques, although the PIDE 
[Portuguese International and State Defense Police] made every effort to 
hide the fact 


Sawaya left the police force in 1974 and returned to his birthplace to farm. 
While he was there, the World Lutheran Federation asked for his collaboration, 
and since then he has devoted himself to this activity.

STATE PAYING OFF DEBTS TO PRIVATE SECTOR 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 27-28 Sep 80 p 3 
[Text] Seven and a half billion have already been allotted for this. 


The state has decided to pay off the debts that it has contracted with 
private industries, thanks to having received a portion of the French 
government's financial assistance at the end of the most recent visit of 
the prime minister in Paris. 


Ten of the 21 billion 500 million will serve to finance investment pro- 
jects, while the rest, made up of a bonded loan of 4 billion and a 
STABEX [expansion unknown] advance of 7.5 billion, will make it possible 
to settle the debts of the state that date back to the 1979-80 adminis- 
trative period. 


As a matter of fact, during the 1979-80 administrative period, the treasury 
accumulated arrears on the order of several billion because of very 
inadequate revenues due to a decrease in agricultural production and to 
the resultant slackening of economic activities. 


The methods of payment were defined in a decree of the minister of finance 
and economy on 13 August 1980, which established an advisory committee for 
that specific purpose and in agreement with trade union groups and the 
National Association of Chambers of Commerce. 


This committee met twice: in August and September. 


At the first meeting, only the 4 billion from the bonded loan were available. 
They were divided among the various creditors of the state according to 
the amount of their credit. 


The state's indebtedness with respect to the private sector is composed of 
three elements: debts ordered for payment, debts in the process of an 
order for payment, and those not incurred through usual methods. 
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The regularly incurred and ordered for payment debts on 20 August amounted 
to 6 billion; and those in the process of being ordered for payment, to 
1.9 billion, that is, a partial debt of 7.9 billion. 


At its first meeting, the committee had decided to pay this to the extent 
of available funds: that is, 4 billion, according to the following bill 
book: 


~ Immediate and entire settlement of those debts totalling 20 million, or 
less; 


~ Settlement of 50 percent of the debts totalling between 20 and 50 million; 
~ Settlement of 25 percent of a total greater than 50 million. 


At its second meeting, in September, the advance from STABEX having been 
received, the committee decided to settle the balance of debts exceeding 
20 million and debts that were in the process of an order for payment and 
that reached maturity. To that end 4 billion were set apart from the said 
advance. 


In all, 8 billion will have been allotted for payment of the arrears of the 
state for demandable payment of debts, estimated at 7.9 billion. 


There remain available 3.5 billion, earmarked for the cancellation of the 
state's direct, regularly incurred debts, obligations that were incurred in 
previous budgets. At present the minister of finance and economy cannot 
estimate their total, because loan administrators generally did not make 
their totals known to him. That is why a circular has been addressed to 
the various administrative departments, asking them to specify the amount 
of both the regular and the unusual obligations incurred with private 
enterprises. 


It must, however, be specified that only regular commitments constitute 
state debts for which payment is provided within the framework of French 
cooperation. 


The same information was also requested of the private sector through the 
intermediary of the National Association of the Chambers of Commerce, of 
the Regional Chambers of Commerce, and of trade union groups. 


Upon completion of this survey, the state will have a more precise idea of 
the debts that it has contracted and will take useful steps to settle them.

The President paid official visits to Britain and France, two of our tradi- 
tional and long-standing friends who have financed several major develop- 
ment projects. The President also visited Tanzania and Madagascar, two 
countries with which the Seychelles are now cooperating very closely in 
regional, political and economic development. 


President Rene also paid a state visit to the Libyan Jamahiriya and paved 
the way for very close cooperation between the Seychellois and Libyan 
peoples in several fields, and while attending the summit meeting of the 
Non-Aligned Movement in Havana last year, took the opportunity for talks 
with several leaders, including Dr, Fidel Castro, Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop of Grenada, President Sekou Toure of Guinea, whose country is help- 
ing us with our education programme, and others. 


Another visit which Mr Rene undertook was in early 1977 when he was still 
Prime Minister. This was to Australia, where he negotiated the agreement 
which resulted in educational aid and a gift of rice to Seychelles. 


His latest visits, of course, were to the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea and the Socialist Republic of Vietnam when new cooperation accords 
were signed with the DPRK, 
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Many other countries are also cooperating with Seychelles in its develop- 
ment programme, thanks to the President's efforts, although he has not so 
far physically paid official or state visits there, These include Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, the United States, the Soviet Union, the Federal Republic 

of Germany, the German Democratic Republic, Canada and others, whose support

SEYCHELLES JOINS CPA--Seychelles has been admitted to the Commonwealth 
Parliamentary Association (CPA) by unanimous vote. This follows the 
adoption of a resolution by the People's Assembly on Friday, September 28 
that our country become a member of the CPA. Seychelles was admitted 
along with newly-independent Zimbabwe, At the 26th Association meeting, 
seven of Nigeria's 19 State Assemblies were also admitted, The conference 
has brought together about 180 delegates from most of the 44 Commonwealth 
members for the eight-day meeting which ended on Saturday. Nigeria was 
admitted earlier this year following a return to Parliamentary government 
after 14 years of military rule, Conference officials said the other 
Nigerian states were still considering whether to rejoin or had not had 
time to submit applications. The Assembly on the tiny Channel island of 
Alderney also successfully applied. Debates since the opening of the CPA 
conference on Saturday September 27 have included international peace and 
security, the Brandt report on a new world economic strategy, Africa south 
of the Sahara and negotiations for a Law of the Sea Treaty. The CPA aims 
to provide a forum for an exchange of views among Conumonwealth Parliamen-

CIVIL SERVANTS SALARY HIKES--President Siaka Stevens has approved of salary increases 
to civil and public servants and a number of other officials in politics, teaching, 
the judiciary, local government and the armed forces. A release from State House 
states as follows: It has pleased his excellency the president of the Republic of 
Sierra Leone to approve of salary increases to civil and public servants, cabinet 
ministers, parliamentary special assistants, members of parliament, chairman and 
members of the Public Service Commission, chairman and members of the Electoral Com 
mission, paramount chiefs, chiefdom speakers, all public servants including judges, 
the police force, the army, teachers in primary and secondary schools, lecturers 
employed in institutions of higher learning, thus the University of Sierra Leone 

and teacher training colleges all over the country. The proposed salary increases 
will become effective from 1 October 1980 and will be calculated as follows: 450 

to 969 leones, 30 percent; 970 to 4,500 leones, 25 percent; 4,541 leones and about 
20 percent; officials and employees whose conditions of service are regulated by 
trade group negotiating councils will be excluded from the salary increases, but 

the increase would be taken into consideration at the next round of negotiations of 
each trade negotiating group.

CONTACT WITH ANGOLA TO RESOLVE NAMIBIA QUESTION ENCOURAGED

[Text] The fact that South Africa is suspicious of Russia's Marxist allies 
in Black Africa is understandable, "The understandable, but unfortunate 
consequence has been that we have put too much association between red and 
black, but a clear differentiation must me made here as soon as possible." 
So stated Prof Hennie Coetzee of Potchefstroom University in the course 

of an Africa symposium last Friday. 


Profesoor Coetzee's observation was made in connection with the stand taken 
this weekend in Durban by Southwest Africa's Administrator-General Dr Gerrit 
Viljoen, to the effect that South Africa should seek direct contact with 
African countries if the present negotiations with the United Nations on 
Southwest Africa fail. 


It is, of course, unfortunate that Angola, the country most closely involved 
with SWAPO terrorism in Southwest Africa, is also a Marxist ally of the 
Soviet Union. The result of this is that South Africa and especially our 
public opinion are not inclined to negotiate with Angola over peace in 
Southwest Africa. 


But, as Professor Coetzee stated, we must differentiate between red and 
black. The highest considerations of the Angolan government could well be 
the interest of a black country rather than those of its Russian ally. In 
view of the recalcitrance of the UNITA forces and the difficulties which 
the SWAPO presence is causing, it may be that Luanda could want to place 
peace in its southern region above all other considerations. 


In any case, we should recognize this sort of possibility and the simple 
fact that Angola is a Marxist country should not deter us from doing so. 
we are still doing good business with Marxist Mozambique.

PROBLEMS CONFRONTING CISKEL INDEPENDENCE DISCUSSED

[Text] Port Elizabeth--The citizenship question and the economic position 

of Ciskei are among the things which can cause serious difficulties on 

the road to independence for this national state, but the problems are not 

unsurmountable. This is what Ciskei Commissioner General Johan Engelbrecht 
told DIE BURCER, 


Engelbrecht is of the opinion that progress will not be made especially in 
light of the most recent developments, 


The regional development plan held in prospect by Prime Minister P. W. Botha 
has helped a great deal in minimizing misgivings about independence. 


Wires 


The committee which is now going to look into the political development of 
Ciskei with a view to independence should be able to locate the "loose 
wires." They will start out with the simpler problems. 


Most of Ciskei's people would like to see the state become independent. 
Naticnalism and belief in the past is strong. 


However, it is clear that the people do not want independence at any price 
and that certain guarantees will have to be provided. These requests do 
not appear to be unreasonable and impossible to satisfy, but there will 
have to be consultations until a consensus is reached, according to 
Engelbrecht. 


He has no doubt that Ciskei is the nonindependent national state which has 
made the most progress on the road to independence. The people simply 
want the conditions to be more favorable after than before independence. 


The final word still remains to be obtained with respect to consolidation. 
He is not of the opinion that land demands, such as the cession of East 
London to the so-called Greater Ciskei, present such serious problems as 
to spoil this whole affair. 
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Ciskei's government has demanded that the region between the Indian Ocean 
and the Sorm Mountains and between the Great Fish River and the Kei River 
must be ceded to Ciskei, With respect to citizenship it demands that the 


citizens of Ciskei must not lose their South African citizenship when the 
region becomes independent,

\Text) Pretoria--It has been learned from a reliable source that the 
South African Boradcasting Corporation (SABC) will undergo far-reaching 
changes in several months. 


This will coincide with the definite retirement of Dr Jan Schutte, one of 
the two directors general, who hes already reached retirement age. Because 
of hie abilities, seme time ago he had been asked to stay on longer. 
Several other chiefs will aleo be retiring. 


These changes are »lso tied to SABC management plans to improve and stream 
line broadcasting through simplification. Rumors are going around that 

the management is conducting a comprehensive etudy of top manageria! 
positions and their functions. 


In eddition, Prof Wynand Mouton has been in Europe since the weekend also 
for the purpose of looking over the managerial systems of similar broad- 
casting official organizations, 


The big question which is also being asked at the SABC center in Johannesburg 
is whether the position of codirector is going to be filled when Dr Schutte 
vacates it. If it is not filled, it will mean that Jan Swanepoel, the 

other director general, will be the only one managing the corporation. 


Swanepoel can serve 2 or 3 more years before he reaches retirement age and 
it may be that the management will retain him as the sole director general. 


Swanepoel] was described to DIE BURGER as “a brilliant financial planner 
and a strong administrator. 


Under him and Dr Schutte there is now also Gert Yesel, who is the corpora- 
tion's deputy director. Yesel is still relatively young even though he 
anc Swanepoel have worked together for many years. Before joining the 
SABC they were colleagues in the service of the Scuth African Railroads. 
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DIL BURGER was cold that Yasel's position will be greatly affected, He 

oan be promoted to succeed Swanepoel if he retires on pension within a 

year (or perhaps earlier because of poor health) and if the management 
should decide not to bring in a person from outeide as ia being conje: tured 
in some circles,

The thoughts that a public figure from the outside could be brought in on 
4 top management level arise from the fact that the men who built up the 
SABC, in the years when the administration and organization were bearing 
moet of the weight, would from now on be supplemented with people who could 
place emphasis on conservation within the country's total survival strategy. 


DIE BURGER wae told that the designation of Minister Pik Botha as the future 
responsible minister may perhaps mean that the expected changes in the SABC 
management will be more far-reaching than originally expected. 


important renovations have already been made under the tutelage of Hennie 

Smit, the present minister, who now bears the reaponsibility for the SABC. 
it is expected that in a few weeks Smith will be appointing a successor in 
the management to replace the late Willie, Maree, the former minieter and 

past deputy chairman of SABC who passed away recently. 


An important section of the SABC which has lately been sharply criticized 
on all sorte of important matters (and inconsequential matters as well) is 
the news section. 


From an inquiry conducted by DIF BURGER it seems that the leaders of the 
SABC's news section: Jan van Zyl, director of the news services; Kobbus 
Hamman, controller of the news services; and Sakkie Burger, chief of 
television news, are a)l seasoned journalists with a strong professiona! 
approach. 


According to information from authoritative political sources, there are 
indications that from now on the SABC's activities will be expanded for 
the purpose of having it play a greater role in creating better relations

[Text] Pyongyang, 10 Oct (KCNA)--Comrade Robert G. Mugabe, chairman of the Zimbabwe 
African National Union and prime minister of the Republic of Zimbabwe, on an official 
goodwill visit to our country, spoke at a grand banquet arranged yesterday evening 

in his honour by the great leader Comrade Kim !l-song, general secretary of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Workere Party of Korea and President of the Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea. 


Follows the full text of his speech: 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, Madam Kim Song-ae, distinguished guests, com- 
rades and friends, 


When one man meets another and establishes friendship, the event is no doubt signi- 
ficant and memorable. But when (?setting) is that of two men of the same political 
and ideological persuasion, and the ensuing friendship becomes a binding alliance 
between them in the advancement of set identical revolutionary goals, the occasion is 
not merely significant but truly historic and honourable. 


It was in 1978 that I first came to Pyongyang in quest of military aid for a national 
struggle whose objectives were the freedom of my people from settler-colonialist op- 
pression, the achievement of sovereign independence and democracy. I had before then 
only heard and read about the great Korean leader, Comrade Kim Il-song. My memory 

of our first meeting is still extremely vivid. He had heard, he said, all about me | 
‘and the national struggle I was leading. My request for aid would thus be granted 
substantially as submitted because our just cause was also the just cause of the 
Korean people and the Workers Party of Korea. And aid truly was given us in accord- 
ance with that undertaking. What a great close friend and indispensable ally Com- 
rade Kim ll-song became. What a great event the meeting became as the first joint 
physical step in the forging of an alliance between the Workers Party of Korea and 
the Zimbabwe African National Union. Indeed, as we on that occasion met and planned 
the means of lending effectiveness to the Zimbabwean revolution, we were also meet- 
ing to unite the valiant people of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea with the 
gallant people of the would-be Republic of Zimbabwe. We had in reality defied our 
geographical apartness; and as we merged our principles and objectives and pooled 
together >»ur resources towards their achievement we have also successfully blended 
our revolutions into one. Two years after we scored a joint brilliant victory over 








over the forces of imperialism, colonialism and racism which had for decades re- 
sisted our democratic-revolutionary struggle. 


Comrade Kim Il-song, may | say no greater honour could have been conferred on me, my 
party, government and people than to be invited, only five and one-half months after 
my party's election victory and the attainment of our independence, to visit this 
great country and renew acquaintances with its great leader, its great party and its 
great people. Accordingly, I come to you with messages of warm congratulations 
upon the holding of the Sixth Congress and 35th anniversary of the Workers Party of 
Korea. | also bring you cordial greetings, profound gratitude and great admiration 
from our Zimbabwean workers and peasaiis. 


We hail and salute you and the gallant people of Korea for two main reaons. The first 
is that you fought heroically against a common enemy-~imperialism and colonialism on 
your territory. The second is that you used your political victory to achieve yet 
another victory in the socioeconomic sphere of your country. 


We also express our profound gratitude to you as we begin the first phase of our in- 
dependence for using your own political and military victory to achieve our victory, 
as indeed you had used your victory to help achieve the victory of Mozambique. 


We admire you for your persistent quest for the just cause of the reunification of 
your country and for the consistent emphasis you lay on the principle that the peopie 
of Korea are entitled to being masters of their own destiny on the basis of the 
chuche idea. Our admiration grows greater when we notice that in spite of the 
greatest amount of provocation from the undemocratic and counter-revolutionary regime 
in South Korea you have continued to advocate the path of peaceful settlement of the 
Korean problem. We lend you our maximum support in your just endeavours and trust 
that the United States will accede to the wishes of the Korean people, recognise 
their right of self-determination and gracefully withdraw from the region so that 
Korean people can become masters in their own home without any interference from 
foreign quarters. 


Your excellency, | believe the unity of our forces in the context of the victory 
and independence we have achieved in Zimbabwe is both the means and base for con- 
solidating our relations in new dimensions. True, the anti-imperialist and anti- 
colonialist struggle must continue until both our regions are rid of the remaining 
imperialist forces in their southern parts. Yet we have, in our case, now to use 

our independence as an instrument for achieving the economic goals of our revolu- 
tion. We have to deliver economic benefits on ou golden independence plate. It is 
in pursuance of this objective that we would wish to see our friendship and alliance 
being consolidated. We welcome in this period the visit to our country, recently paid 
by a high-powered Korean delegation, to discuss areas of common action. When, soon 
after our independence, I sent to Pyongyang a delegation headed by the deputy prime 
minister and minister of foreign affairs, I had in mind this same exercise of ex- 
tending our relations to the economic, scientific and cultural sectors. I trust 

the visits we have paid to each other have furnished us with enough knowledge of 

the most important and most urgent areas of cooperation. My delegation will, in 
addition to participating in the great historical event of the Sixth Congress of the 
Workers Party and the 35th anniversary of its founding, be interested in discussions 


between our two sides leading to the establishment of mutue 1)  °neficial relations 
in the areas I have mentioned above, namely the economic, scien ific and cultural 
areas. 
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As we visualise the revolutionary process in Zimbabwe, the phase of national armed 
struggle now over, the immediate post-independence phase becomes inevitably one to 
repair the damage inflicted upon both the human and physical structures of the econ- 
omy. As we analyse the situation, the programmes we must fulfill is that aimed at 
resettlement, rehabilitation and reconstruction. The resettlement and rehabilitation 
of our population involves nearly 2.5 million persons displaced by the war, only 
200,000 to 250,000 of whom were refugees in Mozambique, Zambia and Botswana. Land 
is the basis of such resettlement programmes and land can only result from acquisi- 
tion by the state from the white commercial sector. The state is constitutionally 
unable to acquire this land unless it financially can compensate the white farmer 
for the land acquired from him. 


Our lack of funds is naturally rendering the process of resttlement rather slow. But 
where resettlement has begun as a result of land having become available, the view of 
my party and government is that such resettlement must be on a viable economic basis 
recognising a system of cooperative or collective units. We would gladly appreciate 
your placing at our disposal your expertise and experience in this field so we can 
benefit by them in our new endeavours to organise and socialise our peasant agricul- 
ture so it can become more economic and lift itself from a merely subsistence level. 


The task of reconstruction is one which encompasses various areas of the socio- 
economic field as they straddle across it. The essential social services like edu- 
cation and health were not only originally inadequate among the peasants and the 
working masses, bu: also impaired either by disruption or destruction from the war. 
The road and rail systems suffered similarly during the war and so did the rural 
businesses. Reconstruction thus is a comprehensive process of repair and extension 
of the services most essential to the live of the rural population. 


[t is our hope that our resettlement, rehabiliation and reconstruction programmes 
will operate to alleviate the population pressures upon the cities and industrial- 
ised areas and result in the eventual decentralisation of industries. Your exper- 
fence here will be rewarding to us to the extent that we find them to have a bearing 
upon our own situation. 


We reckon that the crucial resettlement period will last some two years. Indeed, we 
are already working on a development plan extending over a period of three to four 
years aimed at bringing about real expansion in the economic and social fields. 


Your excellency, I have tried to give you a brief background to our problems and 

the solutions we envisage for them. We reckon, however, that the success of the 
plans we have depends, among other things, upon the consolidation of our peace and 
independence. This is why I have time and time again appealed for greater under- 
standing and reconciliation among our people, either across the political party line 
or across the colour line. Our policy of reconciliation is based on the principle 
that the change which we have achieved, namely the democratic system which has re- 
placed the racial settler-dominated political order, must be accepted without quali- 
fication by all. Secondly, if those who have been overthrown as the overlords of an 
undemocratic racial system fully accept the new system and the government democrati- 
cally elected under it, then those who have become the dominant political element 

as we have must be prepared to forgive the past sins of the former and join hands 
with them in a new spirit emanating from a single loyalty to the country and comnit- 
ment to our independence. In the circumstances in which my party found itself after 
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elections as the victor, it became imperative to unite in government ZANU and ZAPU 
so as to lay a basis for national unity. 


| am glad that in gradual stages peace is getting consolidated as our people adjust 
to each other and reorientate their attitudes in the establishment of new positive 
relations. In the process of achieving the desirable equilibrium in human relations 
a few acts of violence are unavoidable as the negative but insignificant features 

of an otherwise successful positive process. Great success awaits our efforts, de- 
spite the acts of sabotage by South Africa and other internal reactionary forces. 
The people of Zimbabwe remain as determined to safeguard their hard-won independence 
as they were to achieve it. 


During the liberation war the people of Zimbabwe fought a relentless struggle against 
a combinatio:. ot imperialist and settler-pupper reactionary forces. The enemy com- 
bination tncluded the forces of the South African regime right up to the time of 

our first democratic elections in February this year. When imperialist reactionary 
tavourites were dismally rejected and dislodged by the people at the election polls 
and the verdict favoured the revolutionary forces that we represent, South Africa 
panicked. 


She panicked because she dreaded the thought of a revolutionary neighbour to her 
north whose influence might engender an irreversible revolutionary trend on her soil 
as well as strengthen SWAPO in Namibia. Accordingly, she began recruiting disloyal 
and reactionary elements who had served as a quasi-military and quasi-political arm 
of puppet Muzorewas auxiliary force. lo this day over 5,000 of these forces have 
been based in the Transvaal in South Africa ready to be deployed in Zimbabwe, Nami- 
bia, Mozambique, Angola or Zambia, to destabilise the situation and prevent the 
smooth process of economic development in our independent states. 


South Africa has set herself up in our region as not only a detester of democracy 
but as also a manipulator and destabiliser of our hard-won democratic systems. We 
have refused to accord her this status as a professional aggressor and hence we 
have, of necessity, to maintain our military vigilance so we can effectively repel 
her insidious disruptive military antics as soon as we detect the slightest signs 
of them. 


My country has, in spite of South Africa's aggressive activities, committed itself 
to a policy of peaceful coexistence with all its neighbours including South Africa 
herself. Acting, however, on the basis of their principle and in accordance with 
the OAU charter and resolutions, our young republic has refused to maintain any 
political and diplomatic relations with South Africa, though recognising as all our 
other neighbours have done the reality of exis. .»g economic ties with and dependence 
upon South Africa. 


To lessen our economic dependence upon South Africa the nine countries of our Southern 
African region have resolved to establish a regional system of economic cooperation 
between themselves. In April, this year, an agreement to this effect was signed in 
Lusaka by Zambia, Angola, Tanzania, Mozambique, Swaziland, Lesotho, Malawi, Botswana, 
and Zimbabwe. Another summit conference will take place in Maputo next November to 
conclude the programmes and projects that have been planted as well as to appeal to 
international agencies to supply funds for their implementation. It is our belief 
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that our political independence cannot have any real meaning and significance to 
our people unless it were accompanied and reinforced by economic independence as 
well, Our political liberation having placed into the hands of our broad masses the 
instrument of political power, that political power must now transform itself into 
economic power. Political independence mat necessarily beget economic independence. 
One notes with a deep sense of admiration that the victorious people of Korea, 
guided by your wise leadership and the chuche idea, have in addition to being their 
own political masters also become their own economic masters. We who have just 
attained our political independence have thus your own example and experience to 
learn from, 


It cannot be denied that the achievement of political and economic independence by 
the unwavering people of Korea was also made possible by the adherence to the policy 
of nonalignment. Our young republic of Zimbabwe has declared itself as a nonaligned 
state. We believe that the adoption of this posture places us in a sphere where we 
cannot be the international puppets of either world bloc who are prepared to become 
our friends on a mutual and reciprocal basis. It is also our belief that we should 
reinforce the voice of the Third World in demanding disarmament by the contesting 
powers, so as to reduce world tension and contribute to the creation of a more peace- 
ful world. 


Your excellency, Comrade Kim Il-song, the achievements of the people of the Democratic 
People's Republic of Korea under your leadership have been spectacular in both the 
political and economic fields. It cannot be doubted that the basic political instru- 
ment for the formulation of your politico-socio-economic goals and the identifica- 
tion of the correct means of achieving them has been the Workers Party of Korea. 

The 35 years of existence which the party has had is a record replete with numerous 
experiences and outstanding victories. Here again one admires how the party has 
become not only the basic instrument for galvanising the broad masses through the 
proletarian vanguard, but one also of formulating and presenting plans and programmes 
to government based on approved people-oriented policies. For, if the people are 
truly to be masters of their destiny in the exercise of their sovereignty, then the 
party which is the expression of the mind of the people as well as their collective 
voice must also comprise a dominant instrument of governmental policies.

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We cannot thank you in words, nor can we thank you materially for what was displayed 
in receiving us this afternoon. 


We cannot doubt after the events that the people of the Republic of Zimbabwe and 
the DPRK are one. 


We cannot doubt the reality of our solidarity is one. 

We cannot doubt the oneness of our people. 

We cannot doubt the oneness of our objective and the oneness of our ievolutions. 
You are our great friend and the people of the DPRK are our great friends. 


I would like to assure you that the people of the Republic of Zimbabwe are your great 
friends. 


Accordingly, we wish to show you our continued commitments to this alliance forged 
through the armed struggles. 


Finally, may | wish you, the great leader of the Korean people, many more years of 
good health so your people may continue to be illuminated by your wise advice. 


The struggle to liberate our people has already achieved victory. 
I hope that the friendship and solidarity between our two peoples will strengthen 
in the future in our struggle, the struggle to work in our country such as miracle as 


wrought by the Korean people. 


The war for liberation has come to a close. But a war continues. It is a war. In 
other words, an economic war. We will win in this war in the future.
